complaint, which was tiled by Kip- 
linger and Smith, two instances arc 
recited in,which Johnson alleges that 
lie suffered great mortification be­ 
cause of his arrest. 
The arrest in 
both cases, he claims, were caused 
by Hie defendant Gray. 


The first p ara g ra p h of the 
com­ 
plaint is based on 
the 
arrest 
ol 
Johnson on .March I, 1915. 
It is a l­ 
leged that 
Gray 
maliciously 
and 
without probable cause instituted a 
criminal prosecution against 
J o h n ­ 
son by filing before Mayor C, L. He­ 
lmut an affidavit charging the plain­ 
tiff with having taken from Gray, or 
about Fob. 27, 1915, 
three 
brood 
sows worth $50. 


Johnson states in the 
complaint 
that as a result of this affidavit he 
was arrested and was eompelled to 
give bond for his appe ara nce at the 
trial. 
It is pointed out that when 
the ease came t«> trial Mayor Helmut 
acquitted him of tin' charge and he 
was discharged. 


The complaint set out that by r e a ­ 
son of this prosecution Johnson was 
greatly damaged in that 
Ids 
good 
name was greatly scandalized among 
hi-- neighbors and th at he 
suffered 
great mortification 
and 
agony 
of 
mind. 
It is also alleged that lie was 
put to a great amount of trouble and 
expense in preparing a defense and 
iii fighting the charge filed by Gray. 
Ile also set 
out 
that he paid a t ­ 
torneys 
to 
defend 
him 
and 
conduct 
his 
defense 
an d 
claims 
to have been damaged in the sum of 
$5,000. 


The second p a ra g ra p h of the com ­ 
plaint alleges tin* -ame tilings 
as 
the first except that G ray is charged 
with maliciously prosecuting 
.John­ 


son in the circuit court. 
It is alleg­ 
ed that G ra y filed an affidavit in the 
circuit court on M arch J 
charging 
Johnson with grand larceny, it being 
alleged th a t lie stole one cow from 
Gray worth $50. 
Johnson states in 
the complaint that a bench w a rra n t 
was issued as a re-alt of the affida­ 
vit and th at lie was arrested bv the 
Sheriff of Fayete county, he then be­ 
ing a 
resident 
of 
that 
county. 
As a result o f his arrest he was 
brought to this city and eompelled to 
give bond. 
It is pointed 
out 
that 
this en-o against Johnson was dis­ 
missed on May J by tile prosecuting 
attorney because of a lack of evi­ 
dence. 
Johnson alleges that through 
this arrest he also suffered mental 
agony and was damaged in the -urn 
of $5,000. 


It is understood that Johnson fo r­ 
merly lived on the Gray farm and in 
the 
trial in 
police 
court it 
was 
brought out that the hogs were ow n­ 
ed in partnership 
and 
that 
Gray 


could not identify those alleged to 


have been taken by Johnson as bis 


own.

by the Defendant. 


Alleging 
malicious 
prosecution, 


Otis S. Johnson today 
filed 
suit 


against John A. Gray, a well known 
fanner living east of the city, for 
damages demanding $5,000. 
In the 


complaint, which was filed by Kip- 
linger and Smith, two instances are 
recited in .which Johnson alleges that 
he suffered great mortification be- 
cause of his arrest. The arrest, in 
both cases, he claims, were caused 
by the defendant Gray. 


The first paragraph of the 
com- 


plaint is based on the arrest 
of 


Johnson on March 1. 1915. 
It is al- 


leged that 
Gray 
maliciously 
and 


without probable cause instituted a 
criminal prosecution against 
John- 


son by filing before Mayor C. L. Bc- 
bout an affidavit charging the plain- 
tiff with having taken from Gray, or 
about Feb. 27, 1D15, 
three 
brood 


sows worth $50. 


Johnson states in the 
complaint 


that as a result of thi<= affidavit he 
was arrested and was compelled to 
give bond for his appearance at the 
trial. 
It is pointed out that when 


the case came to trial Mayor Beboiit 
acquitted him of the charge and lie 
was discharged. 


The complaint set out that by rea- 


son of this prosecution Johnson was 
greatly damaged in that 
his 
good 


name was greatly scandalized among 
his neighbors and that he 
suffered 


great mortification 
and 
agony 
of 


mind. 11 is also alleged that he was 
put to a great amount of trouble and 
expense in preparing a defense and 
in fighting the charge filed by Gray. 
He also set out that he paid at- 
torneys 
to 
defend 
him 
and 


conduct 
his defense 
and 
claims 


to have been damaged in the sum of 
$5.000. 


The second paragraph of the com- 


plaint alleges the same things 
as 


Ihe first except that Gray is charged 
with maliciously prosecuting 
John- 


son in the circuit court. It is alleg- 
ed that Gray filed an affidavit in the 
circuit court on March 3 
charging 


Johnson with grand larceny, it being 
alleged that he stole one cow from 
Gray worth $50. 
Johnson states in 


the complaint that a bench warrant 
was issued as a result of the affida- 
vit and that he was arrested by the 
Sheriff of Fayete county, he then be- 
ing a resident 
of 
that 
county. 


As a result of his arrest he was 
brought to this city and compelled to 
give bond. It is pointed 
out 
that 


this case against Johnson was dis- 
missed on May 3 by the prosecuting 
attorney because of a lack of evi- 
dence. Johnson alleges that through 
Ibis arrest he also suffered mental 
agony and was damaged in the sum 
of $5.000. 


It is understood that Johnson for- 


merly lived on the Gray farm and in 
the trial in police court it 
was 


brought out that the hogs were own- 
ed in partnership 
and 
that 
Gray 


could not identify those alleged to 
have been taken by Johnson as his 


OTTO.

PLANS ARE OUTLINED TODAY 


Health Survey of City Will be Made 


By Board Following Week to 


Locate Unsanitary Spots. 


"Clean-up" week will be bbscrved 


in Rushville next week, according to 
plans announced today by Mayor C. 
L. Bebout and the board of health. 
The city is more than willing to do 
its part towards giving the alleys a 
good cleaning, 
but to 
make the 


movement a success the residents of 
the city will have to co-operate with 
the city and follow the 
rules laid 


down by the mayor and the street 
commissioner. 


Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 


will be the clean-up days and the 
city wagons will haul away the trash 
on Thursday, Friday i\nd Saturday, 
iiccording to the arrangements. 
All 


of the alleys of city will be clean- 
ed, but 
the residents are warned 


not to place ashes in the alleys 
as 


the city will not haul these away. 
The city will haul nothing that can 
be burned. 


All tin cans, rubbish and 
other 


trash 
accumulating in 'the back 


yards and alleys will-be hauled by 
the city wagons if placed in the al- 
leys, but the city draws the line on 
iiauling off ashes, as the officials be- 
lieve that the residents themselves 
^hould have enough moral pride for 


clean city to haul off their 
own 


ashes. 


Everyone in the city is urged to 


:-lean up their premises on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Then on 


Thursday the city wagons will begin 
Iiauling and cleaning up the alleys. 
The wagons will' start in the north- 
eastern part of the city and gradu- 
ally work westward. The people are 
urged to get their trash ready as the 
wagons will not go back over 
the 


territory that has been cleaned and 
Street Commissioner Havens intends 
to make only one trip through the 
various alleys. 


Mayor Bebout stated today that 


if the people would live up to the 
rules there 
was no 
reason 
why 


Rushville should not be the cleanest 
city in the state. In giving the en- 
tire week to the work, it is pointed 
out, everyone could thus find time to 
clean his premises.

Washington, May 5.—Though be- 


licvingthe foot and mouth disease 
epidemic practically wiped 
out 
in 


the United States, the Agriculture 
Department is not relaxing vigilance. 
Like typhoid fever, its victims some- 
times spread infection 
after 
they 


themselves are cured and it will be 
some time yet before the quarantine 
will be lifted entirely. 


Defending the slaughter of more 


than 140,000 animals during 
the 


war on the disease, the 
department 


cites the case of Germany where the 
disease has been allowed to gain 
such a hold at times that the slaugh- 
ter of exposed animals could not be 
resorted to. In 1911, 
for example 


it was estimated that there were 
3,360,369 head of cattle, 1,002,927 
sheep, 2,555,271, hogs and 
53,674 


goats suffering from the disease in 
Germany, making the pestilence a 
perpetual 
drain 
on the farmers. 


There are more than three times as 
many of these animals in the United 
States as in Germany and the conse- 
quence of allowing the disease to get 
such a foothold arc obvious. 


While the exact origin of the re- 


cent epidemic is still unknown, the 
first trace was discovered in Mich- 
igan. Skimmed milk returned from a 
creamery in the southern part of the 
state to be fed to hogs resulted in the 
hogs being stricken. 
A shipment of 


these 
hogs 
infected the 
Chicago 


stockyards and other shipments pass- 
ing through the stockyards carried 
the infection as far west as Wash- 
ington and as far eat' as Massachu- 
setts. 
The

escaped because pratically all ship- 


rather than to, 


quietly go in wjjer4 she, is sitting; aid 
leave some feed and. water. Remove 
the board and let ;the hen come off 
when she is ready.

The Agriculture 
Department 
is 


kept fairly busy explaining to enquir- 
..... that the last Congress did not 
pass rural credits legislation, further 
than to name a committee of the 
House and Senate to draft a bill to 
be presented 
at the next session. 


This committee will have all the in- 
formation collected by the depart- 
ment in the past two years. It is 
expected that a bill providing for 
rural credits will be enacted early in 
the session. 


Advice for boys and girls concern- 


ing setting hens, given out by the de- 
partment, is as follows: 


As the time approaches for hens to 


become broody, or sit, 
if care is 


taken to look in the nests it will be 
seen that 
there are a few 
downy 


feathers left there by hens; also that 
the hens stay longer in the nests 
when laying at this time and, on be- 
ing approached, quite likely will re- 
main on the nest, ruffling up their 
feathers and pecking at-the intruder. 
When it is noticed that the hen sits 
on the same nest for two or three 
nights in succession, she is ready to 
be transferred to a nest which should 
be prepared in advance. This should 
be in a box and should be composed 
of straw, hay or chafi for nesting; 
material down firmly and shape a 
circular nest out of it which should 
be eligibly deeper in the center than 
around the edges to prevent the eggs 
from rolling out from under the hen 
and becoming chilled. Dust the hen 
thoroughly with insect powder. 
In 


applying the powder hold the hen 
head downward, working the powder 
well into the feathers, giving especial 
attention to the region around the 
vent and under the wings. Powder 
should also be sprinkled around the 
nest. The nest should be in some 
quiet, out-of-the-way place, where 
the sitting hen will not be disturbed. 
Move her from the regular laying 
nest at night, handling her carefully 
in doing so., Put" a china egg or 
two in the ne'st, put,a board over 
the opening so sTie -cannot get off.
